It¢- is understood, that President} |, 
Roosevelt will soon put in operation 
the Corporation of Foreign Security 
Holdars, authorised in the Securities 
Act for the relfef of American 
owners of forelgn bonds, ‘says the 
“New York Times.” 

Problema of organisation and 
operation of the now’ semi-oflicial 
institution have been discussed re- 
leontly by Mr. Roosevelt with Mr. 
Charles H. March, Chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission, which 
has jurisdiction of the Securities 
Act. 

The Corporation’ ‘of 
Security Holders will deal directly 
with ‘foretzn Governments which 
jasued or underwrote = sccuritles 
which were marketed in this country 
und are now in default. Efforts 
will be made to collect interest and 
principal amounts at the source. 

In commenting upon the venture, 
Mr. .March emphasised that the 
Corporation was not to represent the 
United States Government in its 
negotiations, but ‘would act strictly 
as un agent for the individual 
holders of defaulted foreign bonds. 
* As soon as -the President's signa- 
ture has been affixed to the neces- 
sary procinmation, the corporation 
will be in a position to receive, for 
registration any foreign security 
upon which an American ‘citizen has 
been unable to collect interest or 
principal.—Reuter. ’
